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(57) Abstract: The present invention provides a method and system for allowing use of a Portal by Mobile Devices in a disconnected 
O mode. The inventive system and method provide means to automatically create a Mobile Device specific content topology at the 
server side based on an existing user-defined connected content topology, user selectable options as well as dynamically changeable 
technical parameters, e.g. bandwidth, time, location, type of the target Mobile Device, downloads this Mobile Device specific content 
topology including its associated data to a target Mobile Device, and uses that Mobile Device specific content topology with its data 
by a local disconnected Portal frame work of a target Mobile Device in a disconnected mode. The Mobile Device specific content 
topology will be updated by a synchronization mechanism during connected mode. 
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
